oaken boards , stamped pigskin , metal clasps About 1380 

From the Carthusian Monastery Aula B. Mari© in Bnxia prope Memmingen. 

2 ANTIPHONARIUM CISTERCIENSE, folio, MS. on 

vellum (218 leaves ), with large painted initials chiefly in 
, interlaced style and bearing grotesque figures , vnth a final 
picture of extremely rude arid archaic pattern, representing 
the Almighty within a mandorla; Music and text together 
on every page; in oaken boards covered with goatskin, the 
lower part of the leather hanging loose About A.D. 1290 40 0 0 

Probably written in North Italy. The Gothic writing is very fine 
' and regular throughout. Towards the end there are additions of about 

the same age but in a different hand. In the original scribe’s work 
we find the Office of the Trinity, and in the supplementary part that 
of the Crown of Thorns—two very early examples of their use. The 
picture of the Almighty referred to above is painted on a blue ground, 
the seated Deity is robed in white, red, and green; he has light brown 
hair and a short reddish-brown beard, and is represented as a young 
man. The nimbus is green dotted with white and bears a yellow 
cross. The drawing is as rude and archaic as though it were a 
faithful copy from a model of the tenth century. The mandorla is 
edged with red, yellow, and green. 

3 B(ETHIUS DE CONSOLATIONE PHILOSOPHISE, cum 

scholiis, 4to. MS. ON VELLUM, old russia gilt 

About A.D. 1000 100 0 0 

In a beautiful Carolingian hand that seems Italian in character. 

There are neumes given to many of the metrical passages. The book 
was formerly in Dr. Askew's Collection, in whose catalogue it is 
described: Codex memb. vetusfc. Ssec. forte XII si non antiquior.— 

An interesting quarto codex, written on 113 leaves, averaging 24 
centimetres in height by 18 in. width, with 18 lines of text to the page, 
therefore widely spaced, as are also the individual words. The scribe 
does not seem to have been sure of his Greek. An introduction and 
commentary of nearly equal antiquity are added in the margins, with 
some corrections and glosses, or notes upon difficult words; and there 
are a few additional notes by a late XVth centuiy reader.

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4 British Navy. Official Papers concerning the men-of-war employed in 

1705-1707 as Trade Convoys, and the losses undergone in combat with 
Fourbin’s fleet and French privateers. Small folio, MS. 34 pp. neatly 
written in the office of the Admiralty 1707 1 0 0 

These documents were used in the enquiry instituted by the House of Lords upon 
the complaint of English merchants. Several English men-of-war had been taken and 
destroyed, as well as a great number of the trade vessels. Another list is added to 
show that the French losses had been greater. 

5 BYZANTINE MINIATURE of the Death op the Virgin, painted on a 

wooden panel (Ilf X 9J inches), enclosed in a modem frame About 1400 21 0 0 
This curious ancient picture of a well-known subject contains twenty-eight figures 
painted in distemper on a gold ground, with a rubricated intitulation at the tap 
“ ‘H K.otfu<ris (sic) ttjs OtoroKov.” The colouring is rich and vivid, but sombre, and more 
like Egyptian than Byzantine work. The Angel of Death, with sable wings out¬ 
stretched, hovers above all the figures grouped around the bier on which the 
Virgin lies; and the Saviour Himself appears in the midst, looking on his mother’s 
dead body while he bears in his arms her soul, represented as a little dark-faced baby, 
swathed like a mummy in white wrappings.

Small folio (4to.), MS. on vellum, with illuminated initials , an 
emblazoned escutcheon at the bottom of the first page , within a green

Fetched £20 at the Wodhull sale. 

The escutcheon above mentioned is azure with a bordwre argent, a demi-stag argent. 

This was the armorial bearing of the Maffei in the fifteenth centmy. The 
volume was one of several which came to Dr. Askew from the Maffei collection. In 
other volumes of the same collection, the argent of the escutcheon is changed to or.

4 parts in 1 vol. sm. 4to. MS. on vellum, 167 leaves , with three fine 
Miniatures and several brilliantly illuminated initials ; from the famous 
library of Cardinal George d’ Am boise, for whom it was written , and 
whose arm* are painted on three pages ; in the original vellum covers , 
edges gilt About 1484 24 0 0 

The escutcheon is surmounted by a crozier and shows that the prelate was not yet 
Archbishop or Cardinal when he caused this volnme to be written for his library. It is 
in lettres batardes, and upon fine white vellum; still in remarkably fresh and even 
brilliant condition. 

9 FANCIULLI DI FIRENZE. Constitution et Ordini della 

Schuola di giouanetti di Sancto Giouanni (principiata nell

On the 
outside of the lower cover , there is a painting on vellum 
fastened down with a brass frame-work , and covered with 
transparent talc Florence , 1450 120 0 0 

The painting on the side, above mentioned, represents St. John 
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as an old man, delivering the book of these Constitutions to a kneeling 
boy in a white monastic robe. It has been said to be from the hand 
of Fra Angelico, and the style of design and the colouring seem to 
lend a certain probability to the assertion. Whoever the painter was, 
he must have been of no mean rank, considering that the Pope and 
the Archbishop were interested in the production of this volume. 

The papal bull is of course a copy, but the approbation by the 
Archbishop is “ propria manu ” ; as also are later sanctions of various 
dates, ranging from 1478 to 1740. 

The first illuminated page of the book is a splendid one. On a 
gold ground, the symbolical design of the Trinity is painted, that is, 
the Almighty throned in air in the midst of a crowd of seraphs and 
cherubs, supporting in front of him the crucified Saviour on whose 
head rests the Holy Ghost in the form of a dove. St. John, as a 
young man, looks upwards from the centre of the initial letter beneath; 
and the page is broadly bordered with floral arabesques in which 
numerous smaller figures of angels and saints are deftly framed.

11 THE COURTENAY PRAYERBOOK. Hom: B. Y. M., 

Psalmi Penitentiales, Litania, et Officium Defunctorum, 
cum Calendario 

8vo. MS. on vellum, with illuminated initials and 
capitals , a border to every page , those of the Calendar being 
particularly striking , and executed in the old Anglo-Norman 
style , with little Miniatures and grotesque figures ; old calf 
Written probably in Bruton Abbey, Devonshire; 

about A.D. 1325-30 96 0 0 

With about 500 emblazoned escutcheons painted on the lower 
margins throughout the book, which give to the MS. the character of 
ONE OF THE EARLIEST ENGLISH ARMORIALS IN EXISTENCE. Among them is 
the bearing of Bruton Abbey, in which it is to be conjectured that the 
MS. was written. The proof that the book was in the possession of 
Edward Courtenay, Earl of Devonshire (who died in 1418), or of some 
one intimately connected with him, is to be derived from a list, in 
French, of Advowsons in Somersetshire, “ q sount en lez mains Mou 
Sr le C de D ”, written on the second last leaf in a hand of about the 
year 1400. 

The book is in large missal characters, purely Gothic, twelve lines 
to the page, and every page has its border, chiefly of thirteenth-century 
style, but with sparse ornaments of single leaves and flowers. The 
bottom line of the border has some sprays of this rough decoration 
thrown out into the space below, and between them the armorial 
bearings are painted. The Calendar is in a smaller hand, but orna¬ 
mented more profusely. The heavy framelines of the borders are 
s painted in dark colours, and look like imitations of enamelled metal- 

plaques. The first leaf of the text is wanting. The last four leaves 
of the book contain a story in Norman-French from the Legendary, in 
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the same hand as the Calendar, occupying three pages; the fourth 
page contains the list of Advowsons already mentioned; the fifth and 
sixth pages are in Latin, and contain “ Prophetia Hermerici,” beginning 
“ Ab origine mundi vi mlcxxxvi.” 

The Calendar and the Litany are of Sarum character, except for 
the inclusion in the latter of St. Mildred’s name. The obit of Sir 
John Clifford is recorded in the Calendar on the 19 May, in a hand¬ 
writing contemporaneous with that of the text. 

12 ISABELLA STUART’S PRAYERBOOK. HORiE B.Y. M., 

etc. 12mo. illuminated MS. on vellum, 213 leaves, with 
14 MINIATURES and numerous pretty borders; rebound 
for Rent Millon about 1600; enclosed in a black morocco 
case About 1442 100 0 0 

Sold for £94 at the Hamilton sale in 1889. 

Isabeau d’Ecosse, daughter of James I of Scotland, married 
Francis I, Duke of Brittany, in 1441, and died in 1494. The arms of 
Scotland and Brittany impaled are painted in various places throughout 
the book, altogether twenty-five times; and the portrait of the Duchess 
is given in the first miniature, her robe painted with the united 
escutcheons.—Of considerable interest are the seven pages of Latin 
prayers in her own handwriting, which occupy the blank leaves after 
the Office for the Dead, in which she begs the Saviour that “me 
specialiter matri turn filiam esse facias. Amen ”. On the last page 
of the book there is another note which runs thus: “ Priez a Dieu pour 
Fame de la duchesse Ysabeau fille aisnee dn Roy d’Escosse.” It was 
also probably written by her own hand long before her death. 

The Millons were a great Breton family in the Duchess’s time, 
and Rene Millon, whose name is stamped in gold on the sides, was no 
doubt a descendant of the Bertram Millon whose name is prominent in 
the records of Brittany about 1480-90. 

13 HORiE B.V. M., etc. sm. 4to. illuminated MS. on vellum, 

with 38 Miniatures ( seven large and thirty-one smalt), 
every page decorated xoith a flowered border; some of the 
pictures a little rubbed, but the boolc generally in fine and 
fresh condition; old French olive morocco, gilt edges, with 
the symbols of Christ on the sides (a seventeenth-century 
binding ) About 1450 42 0 0 

The work of a French hand. The Calendar and the Prayers, 

Doulce Dame and Biau Sire, are in French; the rest of the book in 
Latin. An interesting addition is found on leaf 24. It is the Legend 
of St. Marguerite, in French verse, written about 1490. A transcript 
of it (made about 1700) is subjoined on paper at the end of the volume. 

It begins thus:

An admirable specimen of late Flemish work. In the Calendar 
are the signs of the Zodiac and small pictures of the occupations of 
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the months, delicately painted. Apparently executed for Philip of 
Austria and Joan of Aragon, his Wife, as their full-length portraits 
are given at the beginning, and their initials, joined by a true-lover’s 
knot, are introduced in the borders many times. . . . The Prince is 
painted in full-armour as Duke of Burgundy; his shield bearing the 
arms of Burgundy, with Austria in chief. The shield of the Princess 
bears what are supposed to have been intended for those of Aragon, 
but the pales are perverted to bends. 

Among the saints’ offices are those of Corinus and Gummarus, the 
latter being the patron saint of the town of Liere, in Brabant. 

15 HORJi B. V. M., 18mo. pretty little MS. on vellum, 

copiously illuminated by a Flemish hand; with 44 
Miniatures (14 large and 30 small), as well as numerous 
decorative initials and borders; bound in crimson velvet, with 
antique silver comer-pieces and clasp Flanders , about 1500 40 0 0 

A handsome little book. It was no ordinary artist who executed 
the best of the miniatures, including the large head of Christ at the 
beginning. This is a striking picture, which occupies a full page to 
. itself between the Calendar and the beginning of the Prayers. 

16 HEURES DE CAMBRAY. Hier beghind onser Vrouwen Ghetyde naer 

dorduyn van Camerijke . . sm 8vo. illuminated US. on vellum, with 
7 Miniatures carefully finished , and two fine decorative borders , by a 
Flemish artist; in the original leather covers stamped with arabesque and 
figure designs in compartments , lettered “ Missale Romanum ”, with the 
Hailstone book-label pasted inside Cambray, 1497 30 0 0 

The language is for the most part Latin, although the headings are Flemish, as 
well as some prayers at the end. The binding is rebacked, bat the original stamped 
sides are in perfect condition, with the inscription " O mater Dei memento mei. Aye 
gratia plena Dns tecum.” 

An inscription on the fly-leaf, in the handwriting of the nun who wrote the book 
itself, states that 14 Desen boec behoord toe den hospitaele binnen der stad von QKeerars- 
berge uen Int iaer one heeren M.cccc.xcvii. by pcnracien van Joncvrou Lijsbetten van 
Steengracht” The word Gherarsberg is written over an earlier word to which the 
termination ven belongs. Gherarsberg was probably a suburb of Cambray. 

The miniatures are very good. One of them which represents Death, a tall fierce 
figure brandishing a dart in his right hand, and carrying a coffin under his left arm, in 
the middle of a churchyard, is remarkably vigorous and striking. 

17 HOR2E B. V. M. etc. small 4to. MS. on vellum, with 13 Miniatures, 

15 borders , and hundreds of illuminated capitals ; old calf gilt , the arms 

of the Due de la Valliere on the sides About 1460 36 0 0 

The miniatures are pretty and well painted, with landscape backgrounds. 

The borders are of the same composite nature as seen in other MSS. of the time, but 
they are light and elegant, not overloaded with elaborate profusion. The last five 
pages of the book are in French (the prayers to the Donlce Dame and the Bean Sire), 
and the Calendar is also French; without any provincial peculiarities, although the 
book was written probably somewhere north or north-east of Paris, perhaps at Heims. 

SS. Denis, Nicaise, and Anstreberta are invoked in the Litany, which does not contain 
the supplication for the Pope. 

18 HORA5 B. V. M. etc. ad usum Romanum, (16mo. 4£ by 3£ inches), MS. on 

vellum, with 17 larger and 12 smaller Miniatures, every page of the 
volume illuminated with a floral border; a pretty little book in old 
French red morocco , gilt edges, a binding executed about 1620-40 

About A.D . 1450-60 31 10 0 

There are thirteen leaves of additions at the end, containing Les Cinq Joyes Nre 
Seigneur, in French prose ; Oroison de moseignenr S. Christofle $ Oroison a Nre Dame; 

Les Cinq Joyes, Oroison de madame Ste. Marguerite, and Oroison de madame 
Saincte Avoie, all in French verse. These thirteen leaves are in bold batarde 
characters, and written about 1470. 

19 HEURES 1 L’USAGE DE COUTANCES, en Latin. 12mo. ILLUMI¬ 

NATED MS. ON VELLUM, with Miniatures, initials and borders , 
and several coats of arms emblazoned on the margins; not quite perfect; 
red morocco About 1480 10 0 0 

It belonged in the Fifteen-nineties to Ollivier de Sanvage of St. Nicolas de Caen. 
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20 Horses. RUZZI (Lorenzo). Laurentius dictus Rutius, Marscalcus de 

Vrbe [de Cura Equorum], 4to. MS. on paper (83 leaves ) written in a 
fine small Italian hand , with an illuminated initial (bordered), and a 
painted escutcheon (similarly bordered); hf. bd. About 1490 5 0 0 

The work (unknown to the writers upon Horses) is dedicated to the Cardinal* 

Deacon of St Adrian,—a title of honour bestowed by the Pope upon Pierre d’Aubusson, 
the Grand Master of the Knights of St. John, in consequence of his gallant defence 
of Rhodes. 

The escutcheon in the border is harry of sin, argent and azure , on a chief gules an 
escallop of the first , and it is flanked by the letters G B. 

21 MINIATURES (three) within large illuminated initials (cut from a 

Liturgical book), representing 1. (Letter N) : the Virgin handing 
the newborn Child from her bed to a handmaiden; 2. (letter F) : the 
same subject; 3. (letter S) : Christ at table, Mary Magdalen on her 
knees at his feet; A kneeling nun in black raiment introduced in each 
picture. Mounted on a square folio leaf of cardboard, glazed in a 
frame About 1440-50 10 0 0 

22 MINIATURES. A Diptych op three Miniatures on two leaves of vellum 

from a Book op Hours, written for Louis d’Orleans (afterwards 
Louis XII of France) or his first wife Jeanne de France, daughter of 
Louis XI; framed under glass , two boards covered with velvet , which are 
hinged in the centre , and open like a quarto book About 1480 25 0 0 

The picture on the left represents St. Louis enthroned, his mother “ Boyne 
Blanche ” standing on the left hand ; M La Justice du Boy,” a female personage with 
a sword, standing on the left; and below them two figures, a gentleman and a peasant, 
holding up petitions which are about to be received by an officer. The upper picture 
on the right contains four figures of Nymphs, “ Nayade, Amadriade, Oreade, Nappee,” 
standing on a green field, a half-figure of “ Foy ” rising from a flower, and an angelic 
form overhead, surrounded by golden rays. The lower picture represents Christ as a 
baby in the Bky, reversing a chalice, from which flow streams of milk or nectar into 

S sides cups held up from below by several figures, Pope and Emperor, Cardinal and 
ing, Bishop and Prince, etc. These two pictures are evidently intended to symbolise 
the faith of heathendom and the faith of Christendom. On the upper one there is an 
escutcheon France-Medici, which must have been painted there at a later time, that is 
after the marriage of Henri II with Catherina dei Medici 

23 OFFICES OF THE VIRGIN, etc. in Dutch , square 12mo. 
richly illuminated MS. on vellum, with numerous 
brilliant borders , and 28 fine Miniatures painted by a 
student of the Van Eyck school , remarkable for the suavity 
and richness of the colouring , and for the masterly disposi¬ 
tion of draperies; in old velvet binding , with -plated 
clasps About 1440 52 10 0 

The name of St. Walpurgis in the Litany leads to a conjecture 
that the book was written at Utrecht, but the note at the end of the 
Psalter of St. Angustine mentions two Bishops of Hildesheim as 
granting and confirming an indulgence, which suggests an inference 
that the volume originated in Gueldres or somewhere on the borders 
of Westphalia. Whichever be the case, it is an exquisite example of 
Dutch art in the Flemish style. 

24 OFFICIUM BEAT-rfE MARINE VIRGINIS et orationes divers®, small 
4to. illuminated MS. on vellum, 207 leaves; with 44 Miniatures (sixteen 
large and twenty-eight small), initials and borders all richly illuminated ; 
a bright and attractive hook in good 'preservation, black fisliskin About 1480 24 0 -0 

Some leaves which had been cut have been mended and restored for a modern 
owner, with portions of the decoration supplied in a style similar to that of the original. 

25 BERNARDI (Scti) Sermones, quos subsequuntur plurime 
Omelie sermonesque, folio, a grand Manuscript on 
vellum, executed in and for the Monastery of St. Justina 
at Padua , 278 leaves , with numerous richly illuminated 
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initials, and two exquisite Miniatures enclosed within a 
rich border on the first page; red velvet, with massive silver 
ornaments on the sides , gilt edges , enclosed in a box

Padua, 1466 60 0 0 

The centre-pieces of the binding, framed as medallions, are two 
silver nielli-plates, the one on the obverse engraved with a portrait of 
Cardinal Bembo, that on the reverse having a figure of Pegasus 
(Bembo’s symbol). We may conclude that the book came into 
Bembo’s hands when he was forming his library in Padua in 1521-25. 

It is evident from the portrait that this medallion was executed before 
he was made Cardinal in 1538, and we know that Benvenuto Cellini 
performed such a piece of work for. Bembo about 1535. There can be 
little donbt that the two nielli are from that erratic artist's hand. 

26 Psaltsrictm (cum invitatoriis et versiculis pro feriis et horis) Symbolum 

Athanasii, etc. 8vo. MS. on vellum, with the initial letter B painted in 
green , red, and white , in interlaced pattern ; in the original hoards covered

This MS. was probably ’written somewhere in the Rhenish provinces, to the west 
of the Rhine. It was in German hands at the beginning of the fifteenth century, and 
two lines of verse (most of them illegible) are written inside the cover.

The original scribe’s work ended with the usual Litany and 
Prayers that succeed the Psalter. 

The forty leaves that follow (as well as a few leaves at the 
beginning of the book) were written on at various times between 1440 
and 1480. They contain the various Missal and commemoration 
offices above referred to, including the Mass of St. Winefred, and the 
office of St. Hugh of Lincoln; an extensive Litany; the Joys of the 
Virgin in English (four full pages) ; Legend of St. Winefred in Latin 
verse. 

The arms which are painted on the first leaf are those of the 
Norfolk Whetenhalls, not of the Chester or Kent families of that 
name. On two leaves at the end, the same hand as painted the arms, 
has given a largo and fine picture of St. George slaying the dragon 
on one page, and the lady waiting for release on the opposite page. 

This coloured drawing, as well as a plain design of the Almighty 
supporting the Crucified Saviour, and another of St. Christopher 
(which last two are to be found near the beginning of the book), are 
• favourable examples of English art in the time of Edward IV, and 
must have been the work of a skilful limner. 

The MS. belonged formerly to Martin, the historian of Thetford, 
and Blomefield, the historian of Norfolk; and has the autographs 
of both.

There are over forty figures or heads in this magnificent work of 
art. The drawing is good and the colouring is splendid; and the 
whole effect is wonderfully fine. The leaf was probably one of those 
which were cut out of the celebrated Chorale of the Church of Santa 
Maria degli Angeli, and some of which went into Ottley’s possession. 
It is a piece of illumination and painting that well deserves the 
eulogies which Vasari and others have passed upon the miniatures of 
Don Silvestro.

“ The last decade of the nineteenth century will probably be known hereafter 
as the age of lexicography. Apart from the monumental New English Dictionary, 
upon which Dr. Murray and Mr. Bradley are labouring with a precision of detail 
never before attempted, the Clarendon Press has at present in hand no less than 
four other great lexicographical works: Dean Payne Smith’s Thesaurus Syriacus 
and Prof. Toiler's revision of Bos worth’s Anglo-Saxon Dictionary—both now 
nearly completed; the Hebrew Lexicon of the Old Testament, by American and 
English scholars, and the Concordance to the Septuagint, planned by the late 
Edwin Hatch—both still in an early staue. For modern Oriental languages, it 
is sufficient to mention Prof. Salmone’s Arabic, and Dr. Steingass’s Persian 
Dictionary, each of which received pecuniary help from the Secretary i>f State 
for India. And now wo are promised a new Chinese-English Dictionary, by 
Mr. Herbert A. Giles, H.B.M. consul at Ning-po, whose name already stands on 
the title-page of some seventeen sinological books. 

The work was projected by the author as far back as 1874, and he has b en 
carrying it on at intervals ever since. The entire plan, and by far the greater 
part of the execution, are his own. But, of course, he has not disdained to 
utilize the previous labours of others, or to accept help from his colleagues in 
the consular service, and from native scholars. Two years were devoted to the 
arrangement and transcription of the material; and the printing at Shanghai, by 
Messrs. Kelly and Walsh, has taken about twelve mouths. It will be published 
very shortly, in a quarto volume of fifteen hundred pages, by Mr. Bernard 
Quaritch. 

Without the use of special types, it is not easy to give an account of the 
work, as sketched out in the Preface. The total number of characters given, 
each under a separate heading, is 18,848, every one numbered for the purpose of 
easy reference Dy means of the Radical Index. It appears that tne famous 
lexicon which passes under the name of K‘ang Hsi contains more than forty 
thousand characters, but we are assured that a Chinese newspaper can be 
printed with a fount of six thousand. Each character is marked with another 
number denoting its “tone” in Pekinese, followed by its romanisation in no less 
than nine dialects, and also in the languages of Korea, Japan, and Annam. 
Opposite the character are given its various meanings, without any attempt to 
trace the original etymology or the subsequent derivations. Then come illus¬ 
trative entries, arranged in the same order as the meanings, which have 
purposely been collected both from books and from conversation; for Mr. Giles 
maintains that there is no real distinction between classical and colloquial 
Chinese. 

Some phrases are purposely given in wrongly written forms, because such 
forms happen to be in common use. A large number of entries have been 
introduced to illustrate the best and highest planes of Chinese thought. Others, 
as affording glimpses into political, commercial, and social life. Proverbs, 
household words, and even nursery rhymes, occur among the hundred thousand 
examples which go to make up this book. Even a general reader might find it 
not without interest to glance through the entries under the characters for wine, 
doctor , crime or punishment , drunk , to gamble , Ac.” 

All the entries are translated into English, upon the accuracy of which 
Mr. Giles admits that the value of the entire work depends. After an 
interesting discussion upon the absence of grammar in Chinese—or at lea*t 
upon the uselessness of any grammatical rules that have been laid down by 
European scholars—the Preface ends with a dedication to “the honour and 
advancement of the British consular service.”— Academy , November 19th, 1892.

Mach fresh light has been 
thrown on the problems of Celtic history by the continuous labours of Professor Rhys at borne 
and of M. Gaidoz, M. D'Arbois de Jubainville and many other eminent scholars abroad, while 
some of the best-known landmarks of archaeology have been altered by the results of the recent 
explorations made by General Pitt-Rivers at Rushmore.

It has been remarked over and over again, that the great achievements of 
Sculpture, Painting, and Architecture, are easily accessible for study by 
those who devote any attention to the Fine Arts; while the best productions 
of the men who laboured with the burin, the etching-needle, or the wood- 
engraver’s knife, are little known, except to the few wealthy amateurs 
who can buy the rare examples of such work, or the specialists who frequent 
the print-rooms of the Art Museums. The artistic interest of engravings is, 
nevertheless, not inferior to that of the pictures, statues, and buildings wrought 
by famous hands, and readily visible to almost all the world. They offer the 
same aesthetic gratifications, they exhibit the same developments of genius and 
skill, and they furnish the same course of education in taste, as the grand 
monuments of the sister-arts. But their rarity and comparative inaccessibility 
forbid most students to hope for even an occasional transitory glance at many 
of the engraved designs made famous by the descriptions of Bartsch, Passavant, 
Ottley, and others. 

The object of the present publication, undertaken by the authorities of 
the Berlin Museum and executed at the Royal Press, is to supply the 
deficiency which has so long been felt, by printing a series of reproductions 
of the most excellent works of engraving by old masters; from the time of 
Andrea Mantegna to that of Earlom and Chodowie?ki. Absolute fidelity, 
both in line and effect, has been achieved by the perfected methods of modern 
science : for copper-engravings the heliographic process, and for woodcuts that 
of zincography have been found completely adequate to produce such copies 
as were only distinguished by their newness from the best impressions of the 
original blocks and plates. The artistic success has been, indeed, so great 
that every sheet will be marked with the word facsimile, so as to obviate any 
possibilities of fraudulent manipulation. 

The work will be issued in portfolios or volumes, each consisting of fifty 
plates, and each treated as a separate and independent book. Subscribers to 
the first, or to any other part, will not thereby be bound to take the rest; 
although it will be found desirable to acquire the entire series of parts in order 
to possess the advantages of a full representative collection of specimens. This 
is recognisable from the contents of the first portfolio, which, as will be seen, 
must be regarded as a miscellaneous contribution to the total scheme; and 
each succeeding part will form a supplementary group of similar multifarious¬ 
ness. Only when the entire project has been carried out, will it be possible 
to arrange the collection in its proper chronological sequence. The short 
biographical details which are given in the lists of contents, accompanying 
the ftiller form of the inscriptions found on the plates, will be found useful for 
the purpose of such an arrangement.

for, on taming over the pages of the world’s history, it is apparent that for centuries it has 
played a conspicuous part amongst the diversions of people of all nations. 

Bat the literature of the subject has been much neglected. The older treatises in all 
languages have become scarce and costly, and of the rest the booksellers are unable to supply, or 
eren to name, a tithe of them. 

This, perhaps, is partly due to the circumstances that no Bibliography of Falconry having 
any claim to completeness exists.
